I  have  the  honour  to  submit  here¬ 
with  a  report  together  with  the  pre¬ 
scribed  statistical  returns  on  the  work¬ 
ing  of  hospitals  and  dispensaries  in  the 
Presidency  of  Bengal  for  the  year  1939. 

I  held  charge  of  the  department  from 
1st  January  1939  to  23rd  March  1939 
and  again  from  1st  October  1939  to  31st 
December  1939.  During  my  absence  on 
leave,  the  charge  was  held  by  Lt.-Col. 
T.  C.  Boyd,  i.m.s.,  from  24th  March 
1939  to  29th  May  1939  and  by  Lt.-Col. 
K.  S.  Thakur,  i.m.s.,  from  30th  May 
1939  to  30th  September  1939. 

Hospitals  and  dispensaries. 

Classification  of  institutions. — The 
hospitals  and  dispensaries  in  this  pro¬ 
vince  are  divided  into  following  cate¬ 
gories  : — 

Class  I — State  Public  institutions. 

Class  II — State  special  institutions, 
e.g.,  Police  Hospitals,  hospitals,  if 
special  departments  such  as  Communi¬ 
cations  and  Works,  etc. 

Class  III — Local  Fund  institutions. 

Class  IV — Private  aided  institutions. 

Class  V — Private  non-aided  institu¬ 
tions. 

Class  VI— Railway  hospitals  and  dis¬ 
pensaries. 

Class  VII— Private  hospitals  and  dis¬ 
pensaries  receiving  subsidies  from  local 
bodies.

Ayurvedic  and  1  Homeopathic)  had 
accommodation  for  indoor  patients. 
The  remaining  26  treated  outdoor 
patients  only.  Seven  institutions  were 
exclusively  for  the  treatment  of  female 
patients  (Statements  C  and  D).

The  Campbell  Hospital  performed  the 
largest  number  of  operations,  viz., 
30,975  as  compared  with  16,562  in  1938. 
Next  in  order  came  the  Medical  College 
Hospitals  with  22,596  operations  as 
against  24,312  of  the  previous  year  and 
the  Carmichael  Medical  College,  Bel- 
gachia,  with  19,223  operations  as 
against  12,776  in  the  preceding  year. 

The  abnormal  increase  of  operations 
in  the  Campbell  Medical  Hospital  was 
due  to  the  fact  that  there  were  serious 
epidemics  of  cholera  and  meningitis 
during  the  year  and  lumber  punctures, 
cisterna  magna  punctures  and  cutting  of 
veins  for  administering  intravenous 
saline  were  all  considered  as  operations. 

In  the  Carmichael  Medical  College 
Hospitals,  the  heavy  increase  of  opera¬ 
tions  was  due  to  the  increase  in  the  num¬ 
ber  of  operations  performed  under  the 
following  heads : — 

(1)  Repair  to  wounds. 

(2)  Wiring  plating  or  otherwise 

uniting  fractured  bone. 

(3)  Dental  operations :  Extraction, 

scaling,  etc.

Of  the  52  newly-opened  dispensaries 
following  the  Western  System,  46  were 
local  fund  institutions  (including  village 
and  union  board  dispensaries),  4  private 
institutions  receiving  grants  from  Gov¬ 
ernment  or  local  bodies  and  2  private 
non-aided  institutions. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  treatment 
centres  were  temporarily  opened  in  cer¬ 
tain  districts  by  the  authorities  of  the 
district  boards,  for  rendering  medical 
aid  in  times  of  emergency  and  specially 
for  the  treatment  of  malaria,  kala-azar 
and  leprosy.  Medical  aid  was  also 
given  in  certain  places  to  people  attend¬ 
ing  hats  (markets),  melas  and  fairs. 
The  number  of  such  temporary  treat¬ 
ment  centres  was  609  during  the  year 
under  report  as  against  524  in  the  pre¬ 
vious  year. 

There  were  two  Government  itinerant 
dispensaries,  one  in  Darjeeling  and  the 
other  in  the  Chittagong  Hill  Tracts 
(Statements  C  and  D). 

Beds — The  total  number  of  beds  in 
hospitals  in  the  mufassil  at  the  close  of 
the  year  1938  was  6,378,  viz.,  4,628  for 
males  and  1,750  for  females.  During 
the  year  under  report  there  was  an  addi¬ 
tion  of  177  beds.  The  total  number  of 
beds  thus  came  to  be  6,555  (4,652  for 
males  and  1,903  for  females).  Of  the 
total  beds,  3,887  were  in  State  public, 
local  fund  and  private  aided  institutions 
and  2,668  in  institutions  of  other 
classes. 

Out  of  the  177  newly  added  beds,  100 
were  in  State  public,  local  fund  and 
private  aided  institutions  mainly  at  the 
district  and  subdivisional  headquarters. 

Patients  Seated. — The  total  number 
of  patients  treated  in  the  hospitals  and 
dispensaries  in  the  mufassil  during  the 
year  under  report  was  12,125,684  as 
compared  with  12,949,418  in  the  pre- 
ceding  year  showing  thereby  a  decrease 
of  823,734  patients.  The  number

Western  System  of  medicine  in  the

mufassil,  during  the  year  under  report 
as  compared  with  104,815  in  the  preced¬ 
ing  year,  showing  a  decrease  of  5,127 
in-patients. 

The  average  death  rate  amongst  the 
in-patients  was  5-70  per  cent,  as  against 
5T2  per  cent,  in  the  previous  year. 

Of  the  total  number  of  in-patients, 
71,764  were  treated  in  the  State  public, 
local  fund  and  private-aided  institutions 
and  27,924  in  the  institutions  of  other 
categories.  The  daily  average  of  in¬ 
patients  in  institutions  of  the  former 
categories  was  2,789T4  in  1939  as 
against  2,679-46  in  1938.

In  the  Medical  College  group  of  hos¬ 
pitals  the  overcrowded  state  of  several 
wards  entailed  grave  additional  strain  on 
the  nursing  staff.  This  inevitably  led  at 
times  to  deficiency  in  the  nursing 
arrangements  giving  rise  to  complaints 
more  or  less  of  a  justifiable  character. 
So  long  as  however  the  procedure  of 
allowing  extra  beds  remains  in  vogue, 
these  difficulties  are  not  likely  to  be 
mitigated  to  any  appreciable  extent. 

In  the  Campbell  Hospital  there  are  55 
nurses  out  of  whom  20  are  qualified. 
The  scheme  of  providing  adequate  nurs¬ 
ing  in  the  Campbell  Hospital  and  the 
creation  of  a  proper  training  institution 
for  nurses  has  been  sanctioned  by  Gov¬ 
ernment  and  the  quarters  for  a  hundred 
probationary  nurses  are  now  under  con¬ 
struction.  It  is  expected  that  the 
scheme  will  come  into  force  in  October 
1941.  The  post  of  a  senior  theatre 
sister  was  also  sanctioned  during  the 
year  and  a  suitable  theatre  sister  was 
recruited  after  advertisement  from  1st 
September  1939.  The  standard  of 
nursing  in  the  Campbell  Hospital  will 
greatly  improve  with  the  introduction  of 
the  new  scheme.  In  the  meanwhile 
temporary  unqualified  nurses  are  being 
replaced  by  qualified  nurses. 

The  number  of  nurses  at  the  Sambu- 
nath  Pundit  Hospital  has  also  been 
reported  to  be  insufficient.  To  meet  the 
requirements  of  nursing  of  this  hospital 
a  scheme  is  under  consideration  of 
Government. 
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Mufassil. — With  a  view  to  improve 
the  nursing  arrangement  at  the  Mitford 
Hospital,  Dacca,  sanction  of  Govern¬ 
ment  was  accorded  to  the  revision  of  the 
nursing  staff  of  that  institution  to  a 
total  strength  of  39.  Sanction  was  also 
accorded  to  the  entertainment  of  two 
nurses  at  the  Rangamati  Sadar  Hospi¬ 
tal.  Registered  nurses  were  employed 
in  15  district  Sadar  Hospitals.  These 
were  Burdwan,  Midnapore,  Howrah, 
Hooghly,  24-Parganas,  Nadia,  Murshi- 
dabad,  Dacca,  Mymensingh,  Chitta¬ 
gong,  Tippera,  Chittagong  Hill  Tracts, 
Rajshahi,  Jalpaiguri  and  Darjeeling 

Unregistered  nurses  were  employed 
in  five  district  Sadar  Hospitals.  These 
were  Birbhum,  Khulna,  Faridpur, 
Dinajpur  and  Malda. 

In  the  remaining  seven  Sadar  Hospi¬ 
tals,  viz.,  Bankura,  Jessore,  Bakarganj, 
Noakhali,  Rangpur,  Bogra  and  Pabna, 
there  was  no  nursing  staff  at  all.

K.  S.  Mitra,  Esq.,  Secretary,  Medical 
College  Hospitals,  Calcutta,  received  the 
distinction  of  the  Member  of  the  British 
Empire. 

The  Kaisari  Hind  3rd  Class  Bronze 
Medal  was  conferred  on  Dr.  Sanat 
Kumar  Choudhury,  Sub-Assistant  Sur¬ 
geon,  Sadar  Hospital,  Bogra. 

General  Remarks. — The  record  of 
work  of  the  department  in  respect  of 
medical  relief  in  the  Province  during  the 
year  under  report  was  one  of  sustained 
progress.  The  number  of  institutions 
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increased  by  154  of  which  52  were  insti¬ 
tutions  under  the  Western  System,  17 
under  other  systems  and  85  were  medical 
centres.  There  was  also  a  net  increase 
of  313  beds  in  hospitals  and  dispensaries 
following  western  system  of  medicine. 

In  Calcutta,  the  number  of  patients 
treated  in  hospitals  and  dispensaries 
increased  by  8,986  in  the  indoor  depart¬ 
ment  and  decreased  by  2,826  in  the  out¬ 
door  department.  In  the  mufassil  there 
was  a  decrease  of  5,127  patients  in  the 
indoor  and  818,607  patients  in  the  out¬ 
door  department. 

The  decrease  is  reported  to  be  due  to 
imposition  of  ticket  fees  on  new  patients 
(except  indigent  cases)  in  some  of  the 
local  fund  institutions,  and  smaller  pre¬ 
valence  of  malaria  in  some  of  the  dis¬ 
tricts. 

During  the  year  under  report  one 
X-ray  apparatus  was  installed  in  the 
Walsh  Hospital,  Serampore.  X-ray 
facilities  are  now  available  in  12  hospi¬ 
tals  in  Calcutta  and  21  hospitals  in  the 
mufassil. 

Sanction  of  Government  was  accorded 
to  the  installation  of  a  deep  therapy 
apparatus  at  the  Campbell  Hospital, 
Calcutta,  but  the  apparatus  was  not 
received  during  the  year  under  report. 

Government  annual  subsidies  of 
Rs.  500  and  Rs.  250  respectively,  for 
thana  and  village  dispensaries  were  given 
to:  a  larger  number  of  institutions  during 
the  year  under  report.  One  hundred 
and  fourteen  thana  and  four  hundred 
and  sixteen  village  dispensaries  received 
these  grants  as  against  one  hundred  and 
seven  thana  and  three  hundred  and 
thirty-one  village  dispensaries  in  the 
previous  year. 

Many  new  dispensary  buildings  were 
erected  and  various  improvements 
effected  on  the  existing  buildings  during 
the  year  under  report.  A  statement  of 
the  new  buildings  and  the  improvements 
is  furnished  in  Appendix  III  to  this 
report.

The  district  of  Chittagong  Hill  Tracts 
received  special  attention  of  Government. 
Increased  grants  were  made  for  the 
supply  of  medical  and  surgical  requisites 
to  the  dispensaries  of  the  district. 

Administrative  approval  of  Govern¬ 
ment  was  also  accorded  during  the  year 
under  report,  to  the  scheme  of  a  rural 
public  health  organisation  for  the  Chit¬ 
tagong  Hill  Tracts  including  the  anti- 
malarial  scheme  for  Rangamati  and 
Ramgarh  and  the  scheme  for  medical 
education  of  hill  boys  in  the  district,  at 
a  total  estimated  ultimate  cost  of 
Rs.  63,182  and  immediate  cost  of 
Rs.  44,961.  During  the  year  under 
report  special  arrangement  was  made 
for  the  treatment  of  Myong  disease  in 
the  Chittagong  Hill  Tracts, 

In  order  to  afford  greater  facilities  for 
the  treatment  and  nourishment  of  tuber¬ 
cular  patients.  Government  gave  grants 
to  the  district  sadar  hospitals.  During 
the  year  under  report  a  sum  of 
Rs.  15,000  was  distributed  for  this 
purpose. 

In  order  to  encourage  the  work  of  the 
Association  for  the  Prevention  of  Blind¬ 
ness  in  Bengal  and  to  enlarge  the  scope 
of  its  activities,  Government  accorded 
sanction  to  the  payment  to  the  Associa¬ 
tion,  of  a  grant  of  Rs.  15,000  on  condi¬ 
tion  that  they  would  maintain  two  more 
dispensaries  in  the  province  in  addition 
to  the  two  already  existing,  thus  raising 
the  total  number  of  travelling  eye  dis¬ 
pensaries  in  Bengal  to  four.  The  addi¬ 
tional  two  dispensaries  could  not,  how¬ 
ever,  be  started  till  late  in  the  year. 

Iron  lungs. — In  connection  with  Lord 
Nuffield’s  announcement  of  a  gift  of  iron 
lungs  to  hospitals  and  other  institutions 
in  the  Empire,  recommendations  were 
called  for  by  the  High  Commissioner  for 
India  from  the  Provincial  Governments. 
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The  following  hospitals  in  Bengal  were 
accordingly  recommended  by  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  for  the  supply  of  Iron  Lungs.

As  in  the  last  year  provision  was  made 
for  the  award  of  special  scholarships  to 
the  Muslim  and  the  Scheduled  Caste  stu¬ 
dents  of  the  Government  Medical 
Schools  and  the  Calcutta  Medical 
College.  Revision  and  improvement  of 
teaching  arrangements  was  also  intro¬ 
duced  in  Government  medical  schools 
during  the  year  under  report. 

Medicinal  Plants  and  Food  Poisons 
Enquiry  continued  in  the  School  of 
Tropical  Medicine,  Calcutta,  and  a  grant 
of  Rs.  11,888  was  received  from  the 
Imperial  Council  of  Agricultural 
Research  for  this  purpose  during  the 
year  under  report. 

The  special  committee  which  was 
appointed  by  Government  in  1938  to 


consider  the  proposal  for  the  conversion 
of  the  Dacca  Medical  School  into  a 
Medical  College  and  the  establishment  of 
a  College  of  Pharmacy  in  Calcutta, 
continued  its  work  during  the  year 
under  report. 

Valuable  services  were  rendered  as 
usual  by  some  of  the  non-official  organi¬ 
sations  in  connection  with  the  work  of 
medical  relief  in  the  Province.  These 
were  (1)  the  British  Empire  Leprosy 
Relief  Association  (Bengal  Branch), 

(2)  Tuberculosis  Association,  Bengal, 

(3)  Association  for  the  Prevention  of 
Blindness,  Bengal,  (4)  the  Red  Cross 
Society  and  (5)  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Association,  Bengal. 

Office. — The  office  in  all  sections 
worked  satisfactorily  throughout  the 
year  under  unduly  heavy  pressure  of 
work,  which  was  further  increased  due 
to  the  outbreak  of  war  towards  the  end 
of  the  year  under  report.  Government 
was  approached  to  strengthen  the  office 
staff  to  cope  with  the  increased  work  of 
the  department,  a  matter  still  of  urgent 
importance.
